Remediation Program

Dear Mr. Child,

Please find enclosed a proposal representing Monsanto’s commitment to undertake a
comprehensive voluntary study of Sauget Area I under the Illinois Site Remediation
Program (SRP). This commitment will require an estimated expenditure of $2 Million to
$3 Million over a 2-year time frame. The objective of the proposed Work is to
characterize the study area and to define and obtain approval for any required remedies.
The proposal is in outline form and is intended to summarize for [IEPA how Monsanto
will undertake this exercise. However, we are prepared to discuss details at your
convenience.

As a show of good faith, Monsanto is also prepared to begin ASAP, while details of the
broader study are reviewed and approved, to collect additional data from Creek Sectors B,
C,D and E. This priority data need was identified by IEPA in a November 11, 1996
meeting with Monsanto. An outline for this phase of the work is provided in Appendix A
of the proposal.

Monsanto is well aware of and has formally responded to the June 1996 USEPA proposal
to list Sauget Sites Area I on the NPL. Prior to [EPA/USEPA’s initiation of the NPL
listing proposal, Monsanto had begun following the development and recent approval of
the Illinois Site Remediation Program as a procedural vehicle for voluntarily addressing
the Sauget Sites. Monsanto believes that all stakeholders will benefit significantly by
addressing Sauget Sites Area I under the SRP versus the alternative CERCLA process:

: e The risk based, minimum bureaucracy SRP approach will in a more timely
manner identify remedies for impacted areas that are both protective of human
health and the environment and cost effective. @
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e The Sauget and Cahokia communities will benefit from the potential for timely
implementation of any needed corrective actions while avoiding the adverse
social and economic consequences that have plagued numerous other
communities across the country after having a site placed on the NPL.

e IEPA and USEPA will achieve its institutional objective of protection of
human health and the environment in the shortest possible time and with
minimum use of public funds. The SRP process will provide for maximum
leverage of the private sector’s contribution toward actual improvement of
environmental conditions vs. inordinate expenditures on the more bureaucratic
CERCLA process and installation of less cost effective ARARs and/or policy
driven remedial actions.

Monsanto recognizes that this proposal does not give IEPA binding assurance that the
final remedy will be implemented. It is also acknowledged that some pertinent questions
such as access and orphan shares are not fully resolved for either party at this time. The
proposal therefore represents a significant step of faith on Monsanto’s part as well as an
imperfect choice for IEPA. Nevertheless, the product of this $2 million to $3 Million
study will have equal value to IEPA and USEPA whether the Site is completed under the
SRP or CERCLA. It is significant that Monsanto is willing to make this proposal without
qualifiers such as a stipulation that IEPA request USEPA to withdraw the NPL listing
proposal. We recognize the sensitivity of such a request and are willing to move forward
voluntarily, without assurance that the area will not later be placed on the NPL, in the
belief that our performance under this proposal and the subsequent negotiations on
allocation of the responsibility for remedial action costs will obviate any need for you to
later revert to the CERCLA process.

In conclusion, Monsanto respectfully requests acceptance into the SRP for Sauget Sites
Area I. Monsanto will work diligently and in good faith under the SRP with all
stakeholders to thoroughly understand the study area, define needed corrective actions
and reach equitable implementation agreements.
